A symposium on The Arab 
World: Its People and Culture 
will begin Saturday morning. 
The all day session will be held 
in Room 111 of the Old Library 
and start at 8:30 a.m. 

The symposium is intended 
aS a means of providing 
teachers and students an op- 
portunity to enhance their 
knowledge and understanding 
of the Arab world and its 


people. 
The presentations by 
professors from Berkeley, 
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Stanford, Davis and Sac- 
ramento will focus on such 
topics as Islamic Con- 
tributions to World 
Civilization and Educational 
and Economic Development 
in the Arab World. 


Arabs are overwhelmingly 
portrayed as _ illiterate, 
warlike, camel-riding nomads 
in elementary and high school 
texts, according to Ayad Al- 
Quazzaz, CSUS professor of 
sociology and program coor- 
dinator of ‘‘The Arab Worid”’ 
Symposium for teachers. 

Not the Arab-Israeli 
violence. but the constuctive 


saspects of an advanced 
civilization will be discussed, 
Al-Quazzaz pointed out. For 
instance, the modern world 
culture borrowed chemistry, 
algebra, coffee and 
methods of architecture from 
the Arabs. 

Only six to seven percent of 
the Arab population is still 
nomadic, and education is 
spreading rapidly. There are 
14 universities. About half of 
all Arabs are now literate ina 
land where once only a few 
thousand could read.

ing widely. In fact one nation, 
Kuwait, has the highest stan- 
dard of living in the world. 

Al-Quazzaz will discuss the 
image of the Arab in school 
textbooks at 9 a.m. ‘‘Islamic 
Contributions to World 
Civilization’ will then be dis- 
cussed by Hamid Algar, 
professor of Near Eastern 
Studies, UC Berkeley, at 
18: 30. 

A panel discussion on Arab 
childhood, foliows a lunch 
break. Two afternoon presen- 
tations on educational and 


economic development wil! be 
given by Farid Nabti of Stan- 





ford on ‘‘Education 
Development in the Arab 
World at 2:00 and Elia Tuma 
of UC Davis will speak on 
“Economie Development in 
the Arab Worid’’ at 3: 30.

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s New chair appointment stirs students

The election of a 
department chair in the 
geology department has 


caused a stir among students 
in. the program. 

A geology students as- 
sociation has complained that 
they were not consulted when 
the department chair was 
chosen. They said that they 
were not given notice as to 
when the election would take 
place. Last week, the as- 
sociation wrote a letter to 
President James Bond asking 
him to withheld confirmation 
of the new chair. 
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Friday the Maidu Dancers performed traditional songs and 





They also stated that they 
may file a formal grievance 
against the faculty 

At a meeting with the 
students, a geology faculty 
member explained that the 
choice of a department chair 
had to be made quickly 
because of administrative cir- 
cumstances. The geology 
program is not yet an official 
department but the 
department elected Charles 
Plummer as chair 

A department chair had to 
be chosen before a certain 
date in order to submit the 
name to Bond. Consequently, 
there was little time to inform 
students of the selection. At

Board rules

“The elections board has 
decided not to invalidate the 
ASI (Associated Students, 
Inc.) general elections for 
1974-75 officials.” 

That was the way Cliff 
Adams, elections coordinator, 
announced the elections board 
decision yesterday to uphold 
this year’s student 
government elections. 

In a three page report to the 
board of justice, the elections 
board cited several areas of 
concern including possible 
misconduct by election of- 
ficials (including a poll 
worker) , possible violations of 
the election code through ex- 
ecutive authority, and ques- 
tions over the Hornet 
newspaper's involvement in 
the elections. 

Adams said the decision on 
whether the Hornet is a ‘‘free’’ 
press will be made by the 
beard of justice. He said the 
Hornet may have violated the 
elections code which 
specifically prohibits any 
body of student government 
from endorsing any can- 
didate. 

Also, Adams cited elected 
officials influence over the 
elections board's decisions 
through executive authority 
granted to them by the student 
government constitution. 

The board of justice will 


may withhold his approval to 
establish the geology program 
as a full-fledged department. 

“I think it would have been 
wiser to come to us with your 
problems, instead of going to 
Bond,’ said one faculty 
member. “‘What you've done 
may be dangerous.” 

‘This puts Bond on the spot. 


If he approves the department 
cna, he'll be branded as be- 
ing anti-student. If he decides 
to withhold approval, he'll get 

in trouble with the faculty.”’ 
Students suggested that the 
election of the chair by the 
five-member faculty be 
rescinded so that a new elec-

Students back faculty

The elimination of 20 
facuity positions is being 


protested by students in the 
French, Italian. and Swahili 
Departments. 

Following a noon assembly 
in Education 329, a march will 
assemble at | p.m. It will end 
at the office of vice-president 
of academic affairs, presen- 
ting him with letters from 
parents and the community, 
and petitions signed by over 
300 students. There will be an 
assembly in the Quad 
afterwards. 

Three of the nine professors 
in the department are in- 
cluded in these eliminated 
positions. Two French instruc- 
tors are leaving permanently, 
and the only Swahili and Af- 


rican literature instructor 1s 
taking postgraduate research 
in Africa until 1976. 

“Due to administrative 
delays, we have already lost 
some excellent candidates 
who could have filled one of 
the French positions,’’ stated 
the students in a press release. 
They are calling for the 
replacement of all three as- 
sistant professors’ with 
teachers of equal status. 

The students approached 
Floyd Mullinix, acting vice- 
president of academic affairs, 
in March, but Mullinix had no 
comments to make to them un- 
til after the budget hearings 
and foliow-up scheduled to 
conclude this week.

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SPRING BAZAAR ENDS TODAY 
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Dr. Miklos D.F. (Nick) Ud- 
vardy, an enthusiastic and 
personable biological science 
professor is leading one of his 
ornithological classes in a cen- 
sus of bird life in the Feather 
River basin near the river's 
juncture with the Sacramento 
River. 


The project, which is being 
conducted on Friday mor- 
nings through the third week 
in May, has been requested by 
the Audubon Society of Sac- 
ramento. The students.all of 
whom are majoring in 
biological sciences with an 
emphasis in ornithology, the 
science of bird life, will use a 
strip or line census technique 

This means that the 
students will walk through a 
predesignated area from 50- 
100 yards apart and spot and 
make note of all birds which 
they see either in the air or 
perched on trees or shrubs. 
The students will then com- 
pare notes and map the 
locations of the birds seen 
when they have completed the 
walk-through. 

According to Professor Ud- 
vardy, who learned this 
system of bird census by coun- 
ting the bird life on an 
Hungarian prairie during his 
undergraduate days before 
World War II, said this is the 
most accurate method of tak- 
ing a bird count. Udvardy 
later studied with an inter- 
national master of bird census 
in Finland. 

He has been interested in 
the world’s variety of bird 
species since he was arestless 


‘ypenEster. who was given a 
picture k on birds by his 


grandfather to quiet him on a 
rainy afternoon. 

“I was absolutely fas- 
cinated by the pictures of the 
birds in the book,’’ Udvardy 
said. ‘‘From that point I was 
completely sold on the idea of 
becoming an ornithologist. My 
whole life has been aimed in 


that direction since that 
time." 
Udvardy came to the 
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United States in the mid 1960's 
after having spent several 
years as a researcher with the 
Federal Canadian 
Government specializing in 
microscopic marine life and 
later as an _ ornithological 
professor at the University of 
British Columbia. He has been 
at CSUS since 1966. 

His enthusiasm for birds is 
infectious 

‘Man has much to learn 
from the study of bird life 
Udvardy said. ‘‘Most mam- 
mals are essentially nocturnal 
creatures, They have drab 
night time colors, most of 
them, whereas birds live in a 
world of color and sound 
Their plumage is among the 
most beautiful natural sights 
in the world and no class of 


Class will count the birds 


animal life makes the same 
kind of joyous sounds that 
birds do. Like man, they at- 
tract other members of their 


species by use of colorful 
plumage and attractive 
sounds.”’ 


Udvardy is engaged in a 
number of projects. He is wor- 
king with the United National 
Education, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organization to make 
a study of the ecosystems of 
the world, preparatory to 
suggesting where the future 
national parks of the world 
should be located 

In August 1976, he will 
attend a 23rd International 
Zoogeographical Congress in 
Moscow where he will deliver 
a paper on his special area of 
expertise 


Mental illness workshop 


Veteran social workers 
know that a severe economic 
recession will bring about a 
measurable increase in crime 
and such other sociopathic 
acts as increased alcoholism 

What is less well-known is 
the fact that economic 
instability can trigger in in- 
crease in mental illness 

‘*Much mental illness is not 
psychiatric 
methods.’ CSUS Professor 
Russell E. Smith of the School 
of Social Work said 
“Everyone has_ problems; 
many people can be pretty 
schizy and still get by: but 
when they lose their jobs or 
come under the fear of losing 
their jobs, this may trigger a 
disabling mental illness.”’ 

The subject will be dis- 
cussed in the afternoon ses- 
sion of a workshop called, 
‘The Social Consequences of 
Economic Instability,”’ in an 
address by Dr. M. Harvey 
Brenner, professor of hygiene 
and public health at Johns 
Hopkins University in 
Baltimore. 

Professor Brenner, who is 
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the author of Mental 
Illness and the Economy, will 
will speak Wednesday at |: 30 
p.m. in Old Library 125 

Brenner is currently study- 
ing the relationship between 
economic instability. aggres- 
sion and crime, as well as the 
link between the economy 
mental illness and alcoholism 

Other programs scheduled 
for the day-long workshop in- 
clude an address, The 
Capitalist Crises and Its Social 
Consequences — a Marxist 
Perspective,’ to be delivered 
by John F. Henry, economics 
professor. Henry will speak at

A series of late afternoon 
pane! discussions scheduled to 
begin at 3 p.m. will cover such 
subjects as the aged and the 
economy, college graduates 
and the job market, minority 


youth employment, and 
women in the _ labor 
movement.

tion could be held, this time 
with student input. But the 
faculty said that the vote had 
been legal. 

“We followed the faculty 
manual in our selection. The 
election is quite legal. We have 
not violated any guidelines,”’ 
said one instructor. ‘‘I don’t 
think it (meeting with the 
students) will change the 
result.”’ 

“There has never been a 
precedent where the election 
of a department chair has 
been rescinded. I don’t think 
the faculty senate will ap- 
prove of that,”’ said another. 

The problem arose when a 
majority of the faculty in the 


program decided to follow the 
practice of electing 
department chairs to single 
terms. The present coor- 
dinator of the program, Nor- 
man Janke, consequently had 
to be replaced. The package 
request to establish geology as 
a separate department was 
soon to be submitted to the 
president's office. The 
geology program is currently 
part of the Physics 
Department. Therefore, a new 
department chair had to be 
chosen in haste. 

The approval or disap- 
proval of the new chair will not 
take place until President 
Bond returns from China this 
week.
